A Timing Tip From an Old 
Timer 


We have noted the answer to the ques- 
tion asked by Mr. G. C. Munroe, 450 W. 
Main Street, Compton, Calif., which ap- 
peared on page 24 of the September 10, 
1925 issue of Moror AcE. Your advice 
as to the valve timing as far as I have 
ever learned is correct. I will say that 
Mr. Munroe will succeed in getting top 
speed and smoother running motor if 
he will time the ignition as follows: 

Forty-one degrees before top dead 
center (compression stroke) with mag- 
neto fully advanced. This position may 
be ascertained by either of two methods. 
One of which is—remove elliptical hand 
hole cover plate, marked for cleaning of 
commutator of the U. S. L. starter gen- 
erator, and going by marking to be found 
there. The other is—remove a spark 
plug and set magneto, fully advanced and 
with distributer brush on proper seg- 
ment, when piston is one inch before top 
dead center (compression stroke). 

The above applies when Bosch DU-4 
magneto (factory equipment on 22-72 
Mercer) or a magneto of like timing 
range is used. On a Dixie (Splitdorf) 
magneto or any other magneto having 
same timing range (40 degrees) the set- 
ting of full retard at top dear center 
will be good and the motor will idle 
more smoothly than with a shorter tim- 
ing range magneto set 41 degrees before 
dead center at full advance. The follow- 
ing models of the Dixie magneto have 
the 40 degree timing range—44—46—441 
—447—448 and 449. 

Hoping the above, learned in the 
school of experience, will be of benefit 
to those desiring information on the igni- 
tion timing of Mercer cars of the 22-72 
model.—Milton Young, Hampton Court, 
Lexington, Ky. 

The answer seems to be that with a 
magneto of limited timing range it may 
be necessary to have the spark advanced 


somewhat in the retard position to insure 
enough advance in the advance position. 





A CAR THAT OVERHEATS 


Q.—We are having trouble due to over- 
heating in a Winton 6 cylinder hearse. 
We burned off the carbon and refaced 
valves, overhauled magneto but after run- 
ning a mile the engine overheats. The 
timing chain jumped and we replaced it, 
but we are not sure of the correct posi- 
tion. We also had the radiator and cylin- 
der block cleaned out.—L. Bass, Aberdeen, 
Miss. 

The valves should be timed so that the 
exhaust valve closes 12 degrees after 
top dead center. You can check this 
with the position of the front piston. 
Get the piston on top dead center and 
then move the crank handle about one 
inch. This will make the piston come 
down about 1/64 or 1/32 inch and at

close. In some cases where a radiator 
has been used for several years it may 
become coated with a deposit of lime 
which is not readily dissolved. This may 
necessitate a new core for the radiator. 


Putting Oil Gage On 
a Dort 


Q.—Advise as to the possibility of put- 
ting an oil gage on the dash to show if 
pump is working on a 1922 or 1923 Dort 
using Lycoming motor. There is a test 
lead that extends out from the pump to 
check pressure and we wish to extend 
pipe from this to the dash gage if prac- 
ticable. What size gage (in pounds) would 
be needed and should it be connected up 
with one quarter inch copper tubing or 
smaller?—Car Hospital, F. G. Stevenson, 
Mer., Afton, Iowa. 

A gage can be used and the range 
will depend on whether you have splash 
or pressure lubrication. As you are not 
sure of the year of the car this point 
must be determined first. A gage which 
will read a maximum of five pounds is 
sufficient for the splash system and if 
it indicates anything at all it shows that 
the pump is working and that the sys- 
tem is O. K. With the pressure lubri- 
cation system a 50-pound gage should be 
used and the pressure will vary consider- 
ably depending on circumstances. If, for 
example, the pump by-pass is controlled 
in accordance with the operation of the 
accelerator, then the pressure which 
would normally be 20 or 30 pounds may 
come up to 40 or 50 pounds when the 
throttle is opened as when climbing a 
hill. The size of copper tubing is im- 
material. However, if it is found that the 
pressure gage fluctuates and the reading 
is unsteady it might be possible to put 
an obstruction in the oil tube which con- 
nects to the gage so that changes in pres- 
sure will not be quite so accurately 
registered. 


GEAR SHIFT LEVER WILL NOT 

STAY IN HIGH SPEED POSITION 

Q—We have in our shop for repair a 
Buick truck model E-35-1918 which con- 
tinually gives trouble due to the high 
speed coming out of mesh. The last time 
we had this car in the shop we put in 
new shifter forks and selector pins al- 
though we could see nothing wrong with 
the old ones. We also replaced the cut- 
out gears—22477, 22225. In about 500 
miles it began kicking out and now at 
about 1,000 miles it can hardly be held in. 
The bearings are O. K.—E. E. Neeley, 
Watson, Ohio. , 

The chief trouble is doubtless in the 
front bearing, a roller bearing, which 
having worn allows the gear at the front 
of the transmission to wobble around. 
For this reason when the shift is made 
into high the loose bearing permits 
enough motion so that the high speed 
drive acts like a universal joint, and the 
gear is forced out of mesh and the trans- 
mission slips into neutral. The parts to 
be replaced, which, by the way, should 
all be replaced at the same time, are the 
high speed gear, intermediate gear, front 
bearing together with sleeve and ‘he 
clutch gear.

Two Layouts for a Small Garage 


Q.—I am thinking of building a garage 
on a lot 48 by 66 feet and would appreci- 
ate any suggestions that you might be 
able to give me on same. Although this 
lot is small I think that it would be large 
enough on account of having a building 
24 by 66 ft. just one door removed from 
this lot which I am now using for sales 
room, tire service station, battery service, 
accessories, etc., and would continue to 
use this building for this purpose and use 
the new building for garage purposes 
only, except for an office and waiting 
room about 15 by 15 ft. 


Lot is on corner so can have front and 
side entrance. This is a town of about 
1,000 population in a farming community 
and will soon be on a hard road. The 
lot is on one of the main streets one half 
block from the center of town. I am en- 
closing diagram of the location.—R. S. 
Mercer, Bunker Hill, Ill. 


Your letter does not make it clear 
whether you want to do repairing in 
this building or just storage. Ordinarily 
we would consider using a building for 
garage purposes to mean that you wished 
to use it for a storage building, but since 
you have not mentioned a repair shop in 
your other building we judge that per- 
haps you want to use this for repair 
shop and such storage as there is room 
for.

We show two possible layouts for stor- 
age purposes, one having the cars ar- 
ranged along the sides of the building 
with a center aisle and one having two 
rows in the rear facing forward and one 
in front facing back. Plan A takes care 
of one more car than plan B, but for a 
storage garage we would favor plan B. 
Plan A would be more serviceable for a 
mixed shop and storage building, but 
there would not be a great amount of 
room for storage unless the doorway at 


the side were moved. By placing the 
doorway at C there would be space for 
five cars along the side of the building, 
or if you prefer you could close up the 
front entrance and storage five cars 
along the front of the building leaving 
the side entrance as it is. If you use 
the building for shop purposes, as shown 
by the dotted arrangement, windows 
would be desirable along the back end, 
but if this is not possible, skylights 
would do as well. 





Legal Questions Answered— 


Q—We have one car here at the present 
time that was driven in from Canada and 
the parties had evidently borrowed some 
$600 on same before leaving that country. 
The Canadian authorities have served me 
with a “Warrant Under Lien Note,” pro- 
hibiting me from delivering same to any- 
one but themselves. Am I forced to de- 
liver car without collecting my charges? 


There is another car that was driven in 
here from Indiana. The man ordered some 
forty odd dollars of repair work and has 
left the car here for over a month and a 
half. Can this car be taken from me 
without paying charges?—-Ill. Reader. 


The question presented in the above 
paragraphs is not of uniform decision in 
the various states. By both state laws 
and court decision the repairman’s lien 
is given priority over a prior recorded 
lien of a chattel mortgage in many states. 

But apparently on this same propor- 
tion the Supreme Court of Illinois in 1924 
reversed the Appellate Court in the case 
of Ehrlich vs. Chapple, 311 Ill. 467, 
wherein it was contended “that where 
the mortgaged property is retained by 
the mortgagor with the consent of the 
mortgagee, to be used in the usual course 
of the mortgagor’s business, an artisan’s 
lien takes priority over a chattel mort- 
gage.” Instead the court herein said: 
“To hold that the mortgagor may, with- 
out notice or consent of the mortgagee, 
cause an artisan’s lien to be placed on a 


mortgaged chattel which would be a lien 
prior to the mortgage, would be to make 
it possible to entirely defeat the lien of 
the mortgage. Such a holding is re- 
pugnant to our whole law relating to the 
priority of liens.” And again this same 
court says: “Courts should not, there- 
fore, indulge in the presumption that 
an agreement existed between the mort- 
gagee and the mortgagor that the mort- 
gage lien should give way to a subse- 
quent artisan’s lien, but such should be 
shown by clear and cogent evidence.” 


In the above matter the “artisan’s lien” 
is but another name for our lien for re- 
pairs on automobiles. So according to 
this decision of your highest state court 
you repair a car at your peril if you do 
not first look up the records to see if 
there is not then a chattel mortgage or 
other lien upon the car. For such a 
lien, if good and valid, is given priority 
to your lien of storage and repairs. Now 
this prior lien does not invalidate your 
lien. It simply is given first right in 
proceeds of the sale of the car. As a 
practical proposition you should retain 
the car until it is taken from you legally. 
And if the car is of sufficient value you 
can pay the prior lien claimant and add 
his to your own claim. 


By holding the property you can force 


the prior claimant to foreclose and sell ©

the car at public sale, and you can as- 
sert your claim to any amount remain- 
ing from the proceeds of the sale after 
the mortgage is satisfied. Another point 
to remember in these cases is that the 
prior lien may not be valid through lack 
of proper acknowledgment, recording, 
etc., of the mortgage or other lien. For 
instance Illinois requires a mortgage to 
be recorded within 10 days of its exe- 
cution in the proper county to be good 
against creditors of the mortgagor. 
There are involved in both (1) and (2) 
the possible conflict of laws between the 
various states named. While one state 
will, where possible, give effect to the 
laws of another state governing her citi- 
zens where same are involved, still it is 
its policy to first protect its own citizens 
and uphold its own laws where there is 
a conflict in the law. So if the Canadian 
and Indiana laws give priority to the 
liens mentioned, mortgage or conditional 
sale on installment or otherwise over the 
repairman’s lien then Illinois would up- 
hold such law. Another question pre- 
sents itself. It is an almost invariable 
rule that where a mortgagee permits the 
property to be removed to another state 
the mortgage must be recorded in that 
county where the property is situated 
to be valid against creditors of the mort- 
gagor.

Lean on the Get-Away 


Q. We have a Studebaker Special six 
1922 model in the shop, this car being 
equipped with a Stromberg carbureter. 
We can get a perfect idling adjustment 
and the car operates all right at high 
speed, but on a quick getaway will often 
pop in the carbureter even after it is 
thoroughly warmed up.—P. J. Conley, 1956 
3elt avenue, St. Louis, Mo. 


On the model Ls-2 Stromberg carbu- 
reter used on this car there is an accel- 
erating well which contains a reserve 
supply of gasoline. This well is a tube 
running from the lower to the upper por- 
tion of the carbureter and connecting 
with the air passages above the throttle. 
When the throttle is suddenly opened a 
supply of gasoline diluted with air is 
added to the regular air flow coming 
past the throttle and this rich mixture 
gives a fuel which is suitable for rapid 
acceleration. 


If you take the carbureter apart, we 
would suggest your examining the small 
opening between the float chamber and 
the accelerating well, as if this is stopped 
up it will prevent the proper operation 
of this accelerating device. The high 
speed adjustment is obtained by means 
of the high speed screw and it is possible 
that you would get better all around 
operation by backing this screw out by 
turnips to the left or counter-clockwise 
a slight amount. The use of a hot spot 
manifold, if one is not already in use, 
would also improve the operation. With 
this carbureter it is necessary when 
warming up the engine to use the dash 
adjustment and not to return the adjust- 
ment to the running position until the 
engine is thoroughly warmed up. It is 
possible that you are not making suffi- 
cient allowance for the heavy nature of 
present day motor fuel and expect the 
engine to warm up too rapidly. A hot 
spot manifold will very much reduce the 


time that the dash adjustment must be 
usea. 


Some Pistons Slap—Others 
Are O. K. 


Q. We have been fitting 1919 Dodge 
Brothers cars with Lynite pistons. In 
some of them the operation is all right 
and in others the pistons are noisy and 
make a clanking sound until the engine 
sets warmed up. Can you explain this 
condition?—Alex J. Mathiowet, 226 W. 
Arch street, Ironwood, Mich. 


You can test for piston slap by pour- 
ing about a tablespoon of 600-W in one 
or two cylinders at a time and then run- 
ning the engine. The theory is that this 
heavy oil will cushion the piston and 
prevent it from slapping. For example, 
if you put it in No. 1 and No. 2 and it 
eliminates the noise it shows that the 
trouble is in either one of these cylin- 
ders. The reason that we suggest this 
test is that at times ridges will be worn 
in the cylinder walls and these will not 


be sufficiently prominent to be noticed 
when the new pistons are installed. How- 
ever, if it is determined that one partic- 
ular cylinder is causing the trouble you 
can then take a dial gage and measure 
up that cylinder and you may find that 
at some point in the stroke there is a 
place where the diameter is small, in 
other words, a ridge in the cylinder wall. 
When the piston ring goes over this ridge 
and goes past it, it will then expand and 
make a noise as it springs out against 
the cylinder wall. It is also possible 
that due to wear, there is some difference 
in the diameter of the cylinder and the

upper portion of the piston which is un- 
dercut and smaller than the skirt, slaps 
back and forth against the cylinder wall. 
In some cases inner rings have been used 
in the upper and lower ring groove so as 
to prevent this condition. This has been 
done in another make of engine which 
uses an aluminum alloy piston. 


ENGINE MAY MISS AT HIGH SPEED 


2.—Can an engine be run fast enough 
to make it miss fire; in other words can 
an engine run fast enough to make the 
piston pass the firing position before the 
spark can fire the gas?—Sylvester Klaas, 
Box No. 34, Silver Grove, Kentucky. 


Engines sometime miss at high speed 
but not for the reason you mention. 
Electricity travels with speed of light 
which is 186,000 miles a second. The 
engine would have to move at a fairly 
high rate of speed according to this data 
to be able to run away from the spark. 
One thing which does happen at high 
speed relates to the magnetizing of the 
ignition coil, for this does not occur in- 
stantly. Accordingly it is possible for the 
engine to go fast enough so that the 
ignition coil core will be only partially 
magnetized. Then when the interrupter 
contacts break the circuit and a spark 
is produced it may be a very weak spark 
which may be unable to jump the spark 
plug gap under compression. 


What Makes This Bangr 


Q—There is a Ford touring car, 1924 
model that has a queer Knock. All the 
mechanics here have had a crack at it. 
It is not a steady knock like a connecting 
rod or wrist pin, but when the plug in 
No. 1 cylinder is shorted quick there is a 
distinct “bang.” If it is shorted and held 
steady then there is no knock, but if 
short is applied intermittently there is a 
distinct “bang” as though there was short 
in timer wires and cylinder was firing off 
time. Everything has been checked, 
crankshaft, pistons, connecting rods, tim- 
ing gears and in fact everything that 
would be liable to cause this “bang.’’— 
Alec Leonard, 719 Pabst Street, Ironwood, 
Mich. 

Here’s another chance for Moror Acer 
readers to render assistance. On the 
standard Ford ignition system we do not 
know of any condition that would give 
results of this nature when shorting a 
spark plug. If the car is equipped with 
a distributer of the replacement type 
where a single coil is used and the ro- 
tating distributer arm carries sparks to 
the various plugs, then there is a pos- 
sible explanation. If the distributer arm 
is not correctly timed with the distributer 
shaft, then it might be in between seg- 
ments when the interrupter points open. 
Then if a screw driver is held near one 
of the spark plugs a spark may jump 
to this cylinder at the wrong time and 
cause a knock such as you describe. We 
hope other Moror AGE readers will submit 
their ideas as to what is causing this 
trouble. 


STAR AXLE ADJUSTMENT AND 
TIMING CHAIN INSTALLATION 

Q—Give instructions for adjusting dif- 
ferential on Star cars.—Oklahoma Reader. 

On the first Star cars, using Timken 
axles there was an inspection cover on 
the differential housing which could be 
removed when differential adjustment 
was necessary. On all later models the 
Adams axle is used, this being the same 
kind as is used in the Durant and Flint. 
In this axle adjustment is made by jack- 
ing up the rear axle and removing both 
wheels. The differential is located by 
means of the drive shafts. 

The first step is to back off the ad- 
justment at the right wheel for severa! 
turns. Then tighten the left hand ad- 
justment, until the ring gear is tightly 
meshed with the pinion. Then turn the 
pinion by hand grasping the drive flange 
and it should be possible to feel that 
the pinion teeth and ring gear teeth are 
tightly meshed. Then back off the left 
hand adjustment seven notches. ‘The 
right hand adjustment should now be 
tightened which will force the differen- 
tial to the left just enough to give it the 
proper clearance. Then the right hand 
adjustment should be backed off two 
notches. This should give a free adjusi- 
ment for the pinion and the two shafts 
If any tightness is noticed the right han¢ 
adjustment should be backed off one 
more notch. | 
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[gnition Current Lights the 
Dash Lamp 


Q. We have a Grant six car model TT, 
year 1915. It seems that the ignition is 
weak and the trouble is noticed mostly 
when the lights are on or when the car 
is driven so slowly that the generator is 
eut out. The dash lamp burns when the 
engine runs or when the breaker points 
are held together. I do not know if it 
vas that way from the factory as I have 
nly had the car a short time. It has 
the Atwater-Kent K2 ignition system. Can 
we correct this or should another ignition 
system be installed?— Knute Grahn, Ro- 
seau, Minn. 


We are publishing wiring diagram of 
this car and also sending you one by 
separate letter. We believe that the dash 
lamp is incorrectly connected. You will 
notice that one side of the dash lamp 
should be connected to the same terminal 
which operates the tail light. The other 
dash lamp connection should go to the 
Dyn. minus terminal on the instrument 
panel, which is supposed to be grounded. 


This is also the Bat. minus terminal. 
The wire from the dash lamp which goes 
to this terminal also goes to the upper 
terminal on the coil box so as to supply 
a ground connection for the horn and 
for the secondary winding in the igni- 
tion coil. We suspect that the connec- 
tion on the coil box is not right and that 
in some way the wiring is mixed 
up so that the ignition current has 
to go through the dash lamp in order 
to get to the coil and interrupter. We 
would accordingly suggest your checking 
both the ignition and the dash lamp cir- 
cuits very carefully with this diagram to 
make sure they are right. The two con- 
ditions you encounter, of the ignition be- 
ing weak and the lamp lighting when the 
ignition is working, seems to indicate 
that this is ignition current in the lamp 
and this would account for the weakened 
spark of which you complain. This igni- 
tion system is normally satisfactory and 
we do not believe it is necessary to make 
any change. If service is needed on the 
ignition unit itself it should be obtained 
from an authorized electrical service sta- 
tion handling Atwater-Kent parts. 





CONDENSATION IN THE DISTRIB- 
UTER CAP . 


Q. We have in our possession a Stutz 
model H. After this car stands still for 
four or five hours, the two distributers be- 
come so damp on the inside that they have 
to be wiped out before the engine can be 
started. What would you recommend to 
stop this?—W. E. Compton, Central Motor 
Company, Somerset, Ky. 


This condition is due to the changes of 
temperature which take place in the dis- 
tributer assembly when the engine runs 
and stops. When the engine operates, 
heat is generated and when the engine 
stops the lowering of the temperature per- 
mits moisture to condense. We feel that 
this can be overcome by drilling in each 
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distributer cap a 4% in hole through the 
Bakelite at a point slightly above the 
casting. Do not drill the hole high 
enough to interfere with the action of the 
distributer arm, or so as to have it very 
near any of the high tension segments. 
The ¥% in. hole will permit air to enter 
and leave the inside of the distributer 
cap and the rotation of the distributer 
arm will further the tendency for this 
ventilating action to take place. It would 
also be well to use cup grease instead of 
600-W or other light oil in the base of 
the ignition unit. The unit should be 
about half full of cup grease. 


Grounding a Generator— 


When and Why 


Q.—Why is it necessary to ground the 
Ford generator when the battery is re- 
moved from the car? 


When operating normally the genera- 
tor becomes connected to the battery due 
to the action of the cutout when the 
voltage is about 6 or 7. Any tendency 
for the generator voltage to increase then 
results in increased current going to the 
battery instead of increasing the voltage. 
When the generator is not connected to 
the battery however, and the speed rises 
the voltage will also increase as there 
is no current taken from the generator 
to hold down the voltage. 

An increase in the generator voltage 
will send more current to its field wind- 
ing, which makes the magnetism 
stronger. This in turn makes the voltage 
greater which again makes the field cur- 


rent stronger. This gives rise to a 
pyramiding effect and what we call a 
6 volt generator may produce 35 or 40 
volts. 

The heating which results, due to the 
abnormal current in the shunt field wind- 
ing makes the whole machine abnormally 
hot, throws out the solder from the com- 


mutator bars and burns up the winding 


unless something is done to prevent it. 
On the other hand if the generator is 
grounded when the battery is discon- 
nected there is no chance for the voltage 
to rise. 


2.—Does this same condition apply to 
all automobile generators? 


Yes with the exception of voltage regu- 
lated machines which have regulators 
usually of the vibrating contact type. 

3.—I am told that no harmful results 
are caused by reversing the storage bat- 
tery leads. In this case it appears that 
the polarity of the generator is changed. 
How about the cutout action?—H. W.

If the cutout points are once closed 
by hand the battery current which flows 
to the generator will automatically 
magnetize the field poles in the proper 
direction so that the generator when it 
builds up will send charging current to 
the battery. If this is done the cutout 
action will be all right. If it is not done 
the cutout points may stick together long 
enough to allow the generator to reverse 
or in other cases they may flutter which 
will cause the points to burn, the open- 
ing and closing of the points being too 
fast to permit of the generator reversing 
its field magnetism. 
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Flat Rate and the Small Town Dealer 


OT so long ago the proprietor of a 

small automotive establishment told 
us that flat rate was all right for the deal- 
ers and service stations in large cities, 
but does not work out so well for the 
garage or shop in the smaller towns. 

His criticism was that you cannot keep 
the car owner out of the shop in the 
small town. The result is the car owner 
sees you do the work and then when you 
have finished the job he jumps all over 
you because he feels he has been robbed. 

He feels robbed because in his mind 
the amount of time it took to do the work 
is not commensurate with the cost for 
the job. It is true that perhaps many 
hundreds of dollars worth of good equip- 
ment was used on this particular job, 
but the car owner does not see it that 
way. Hence he feels that it is wrong to 
set a flat price on a job that can be 
rather quickly performed by means of 
modern equipment and methods and 
which in his mind is far above what it 
ought to be. 

For example, if a car owner burns out 
a connecting rod bearing and has to be 
towed into the service station or shop, 
he unconsciously pictures a rather high 
repair job. Upon talking with the me- 
chanic, shop foreman or dealer, as the 
case might be, he may be given a flat 
price for the labor and for the parts re- 
quired and may give his entire consent 
to do the work feeling that the flat price 
is perfectly all right. 

If it happens to be in a small town 
he may remain around the shop while 
the work is being done. Here he sees 
the car quickly elevated by means of a 
hoist, the mechanic taking off the oil 
pan with speed wrenches and so on be- 
fore he knows it his engine is fitted up 
with a new rod and ready to run. Then 
he begins to think that the mechanic 
or mechanics didn’t work very long on 


the job and thinks that $8 or $10 or what- 
ever the price may be, is a pretty high 
figure for such a job. He knows the 
work has been well done and all that, 
but still he thinks if it had been done 
on a purely so much per hour charge 
the cost would have been very much less. 

Had this same car owner left the car, 
let us say for a day or so and the work 
had been done meanwhile, he would have 
paid the repair bill without a murmur. 
The trouble is largely due to the fact 
that such car owners do not appreciate 
the investment in machinery and tools 
that makes possible quick work of this 
kind. 

Many shop owners do not allow the 
customer in the shop, but it obviously is 
quite a difficult matter to do this in a 
small town where everybody knows 
everybody else.

Rebuilding Used Cars 


HE extremely low prices now prevailing for used 
ff ewan have tempted a number of persons 
to consider going into the business of rebuilding: old 
cars on a large scale. Moror Ace has had letters 
recently from men who sought advice on such projects. 
These believed they could buy up old vehicles practi- 
cally for the price of the raw material in them and 
with a reasonable expenditure produce a rebuilt car 
that could be sold at a profit. 


There is certainly a great future for the rebuilding 
of automobiles, but we doubt if the road to profit lies 
along the line of concentrating upon that work as an 
individual and exclusive business. Rather it lies in 
the service stations and shops of the car dealers of 
the country where used cars taken in trade will be 
reconditioned or rebuilt to make them more salable. 
Here the rebuilt or reconditioned car will be a by- 
product of an established institution and will not itself 
have to shoulder the enormous capital investment and 
ovcrhead that would be necessary in the conduct of an 
exclusive rebuilding business. 
| Uhe rebuilder of used cars must realize that he is 
In competition with low priced new cars which are 


sold on extremely liberal terms and that price reduc- 


tions over which he has no control are likely at a 
moment’s notice to sweepingly depreciate his product. 
To rebuild used cars from the ground up in order to 
compete with new cars at or near the price the used 
cars can be sold at, requires an extensive remanu- 
facturing process that is costly. It requires a great 
investment not only in equipment but also in vehicles 
that are in process of being worked upon or being 
offered for sale. In addition to these factors the man 
who rebuilds used cars for competition with the new 
car field is likely to spend too much on the process, 
giving him a product so costly that he cannot sell it 
low enough to successfully compete. 

On the other hand the dealer and the service station 
can afford to do much more reconditioning and rebuild- 
ing than they have been accustomed to do. The right 
sort of work done on used cars that are not too old adds 
more to the selling price than the cost of the work. It 
is necessary, however, to use discretion in determining 
what cars to recondition and how much work to put 
on them. The test is what the car can be sold for 
after it has been fixed up and repainted. If it is four 
or five years old it is not likely to be salable except 
on the basis of very low price and therefore cannot 
stand a great deal of expense. 

Cars of newer models usually can be given the 
appearance and practically the mechanical condition of 
a new car and then can be sold at good advantage. It 
is necessary, however, to establish public confidence in 
this product, and to do this the dealer must guarantee 
it and stand behind it.

Production of Cars Shows 
Slight Decline in October 


Ford Output Jumps Ahead to Meet 
Some of Holdover 
Demand 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4—Production 
of passenger cars in October for all com- 
panies except Ford averaged 10 to 15 
per cent lower than in September, al- 
though several of the large factories 
maintained output at capacity. Ford, 
during the month just past, made a 
large gain, so it is likely that the final 
figures for the industry as a whole will 
be well above the September total. Ex- 
cept for Ford, however, and two or three 
other producers, there is now no surplus 
of orders on the books. 


During the early part of October pro- 
duction was running considerably ahead 
of sales, taking the industry as a whole. 
The declines registered later, however, 
are evidence that the brakes were be- 
ing applied at the factories. It is likely 
that a fairly even course will be con- 
tinued during the remainder of the year, 
with only a gradual decline in produc- 
tion. Dealers will go into the new year 
with substantial stocks on hand, but not 
with excessive surpluses unless there is 
a big drop in demand during the next 
two months which is not compensated by 
corresponding curtailment at the fac- 
tories, 


Third quarter earnings statements now 
being made public are revealing some 
astonishing facts. Despite the price cuts 
made by the companies during the sum- 
mer, and effective on most of the cars 
produced during the third quarter, earn- 
ings were substantially as high as dur- 
ing the second quarter, and in one or two 
outstanding instances, profits per unit of 
output were actually higher. These rep- 
resent production economies that were 
made apparently without damaging the 
appearance of the cars or weakening 
them mechanically. Costs of closed 
bodies have been brought down as a con- 
sequence of the much larger volume of 
demand for closed cars.

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Tire Makers Plan Greatest 
Output in History in 1926 





Building and Facility Expansion Be- 
ing Pushed Forward Rapidly 
to Handle Volume 


AKRON, O., Oct. 31.—With total world 
registration of motor cars now in excess 
of 20,000,000, tire manufacturers are pre- 
paring for the biggest in their history 
next year. Tire demand in 1926 is ex- 
pected to eclipse that of any previous 
year. 

All of the leading tire manufacturers, 
showing marked gains in sales totals and 
earnings this year, have drafted extensive 
plans to handle further increases in the 
future. 


While production is now running be- 
tween 75 and 80 per cent of capacity, an 
encouraging aspect of the present situa- 
ion is the fact that stocks in the hands 
of both manufacturers and dealers are 
below normal, in most cases. Although 
some dealers have- purchased more than 
their current requirements, as a result 
of the advancing tire prices, the repeated 
warnings of tire manufacturers not to 
overstock have been effective in check- 
ing this trend. 

Building construction in the rubber in- 
dustry this year will amount to some- 
thing like $6,000,000. In the Akron dis- 
trict, alone, the rubber companies are 
spending nearly $5,000,000 on plant 
additions and other improvements. 





Studebaker Net Profits Are 
$5,035,177 For Quarter 


SOUTH BEND, Oct. 31.—The total net 
sales of the Studebaker Corporation and 
subsidiary companies for the quarter 
ending September 30 amounted to 
$46,430,492.32, an increase of 108 per 
cent over the same quarter last year. 

Net profits derived from sales with 
other net income, after all charges, in- 
creased depreciation, and reserve for 
taxes, amounted to $5,035,177.28, an in- 
crease of 136 per cent over last year. 
These profits were at the rate of $2.61 
per share on the outstanding common 
stock, as compared with $1.06 last year. 

The book value of the common stock as 
of September 30, 1925, was $50.40 per 
share, excluding good will. Export sales 
for the first nine months this year ex- 
ceeded last year by 87 per cent.

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Colorado Business Shows 
Improvement in October 


Dealers Report Decreased Loss in 
Used Cars Through More 
Careful Selections 


DENVER, Oct. 31.—The last six weeks 
has been marked by a decided improve- 
ment in new car business in Colorado. 
October shows a heavy increase in sales 
over the corresponding period in 1924. 
The pronounced cut made in prices of all 
new cars has reacted unfavorably on 
the used car market, as a matter of 
course, and open cars in particular have 
been affected, but dealers are more 
cautious in trade values and report less 
loss than usual through this source. 

In north central Colorado, in the dis- 
trict known as the Horn, and embracing 
the cities of Boulder, Loveland, Long- 
mont, Greeley and Fort Collins, the beet 
crop in particular has been short, but an 
exceptionally fine potato crop has done a 
great deal to hold this section up to its 
usual prosperous standard. 

Conditions as reported by dealers in 
the above cities are a little below that 
of last year, but. northeastern Colorado 
cities, such as Sterling, Fort Morgan and 
Julesburg are much above normal. The 
Arkansas and San Luis Valleys have the 
best crops in five years, and the automo- 
bile trade is reflecting this prosperity. 

Southeastern Colorado is the best it 
has been for perhaps eight years. Deal- 
ers throughout the state anticipate a 
business much above normal between 
now and the holidays. Motor banks and 
acceptance corporations show consider- 
able improvement in October collections. 


Victor Rubber Sold by 
Receiver For $50,000 


SPRINGFIELD, O., Oct. 31.—The pre- 
ferred creditors of The Victor Rubber 
Company will get between 65 and 70 per 
cent on their claims. The plant as a 
result of its sale Wednesday to Spring- 
field capitalists will continue operating 
the works upon a sound basis and me- 
chanical rubber products will be added. 

J. B. Cartmell, president of the First 
National Bank; Arthur R. Hill and 
George Cugley, officers of the Buckeye 
Incubator Company, purchased the Vic- 
tor plant and equipment from Receiver 
H. H. Durr for $50,000 upon authority 
of Judge Frank M. Krapp, of common 
pleas court. The material on hand will 
be taken over by the purchasers at the 
inventory price.

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Cincinnati Business Forges 


Ahead During Early Fall 


Actual Deliveries Held Up Because 
of Inability to Obtain Ship- 
ments From Factories 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 31.—Fall business 
in automobile and accessories lines ap- 
pears to have taken a decided spurt, 
according to the reports from distrib- 
utors in the Cincinnati territory for the 
month of October. Up to October 15 the 
new car sales actually recorded, that is, 
with cars delivered and licenses issued 
as recorded at the Hamilton County 
clerk’s office, amounted to 989 cars. 

Sales of used cars amounted to 1940 
machines up to the same date. Dealers 
say that this record does not do justice 
to the business of the month, because 
practically all distributors were having 
difficulty in getting deliveries within 30 
days of the close of the sale. Here and 
there a dealer could take a car out of 
stock and give immediate delivery but 
three weeks to 45 days was the average 
on practically all agencies. 

Reports on deliveries made in Septem- 
ber showed 1818 new cars and 4,016 used 
cars, which was a gain of 700 cars in 
new model sales over September, 1924. 
The sales of used cars in September, 
1924, were 2,704 or a little less than 70 
per cent of the sales of used cars in 
September, 1925. Sales of tires, parts 
and accessories in this territory also 
showed a good average increase in Octo- 
ber over October, 1924, and dealers re- 
ports indicated that the month would 
zo 40 per cent ahead of October, 1924, 
when all returns were received. 
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Chrysler Profits Reported 


$8,078,186 for Quarter 


DETROIT, Oct. 31.—Chrysler Corp. and 

subsidiaries for the third quarter of 1925 
report net profit of $8,078,186 after in- 
terest and depreciation but before fed- 
eral taxes, equal after estimated federal 
taxes and 8 per cent preferred Series A 
dividends to $9.86 per share on 677,910 
outstanding common no par. This com- 
pares with $4,689,000 in the preceding 
quarter or $5.40 per share on the present 
share basis. 
In the third quarter last year Maxwell 
Corp., the predecessor company, reported 
net profit of $1,831,658 or $1.72 per share. 
Chrysler Corp. net income for the first 
nine months this year was $16,275,286 or 
$19.07 per share against $2,296,094 or 
$1.06 on the same share basis in the cor- 
responding period last year. 

Sales for the first nine months of 1925 
were 180 per cent of the sales for the 
same period of 1924. Net current assets 
are $29,408,276 compared with $14,647,740 
last year and surplus as of Sept. 30 was 
$11,389,185 against $6,070,667 as of June 
25, 1925. The corporation has declared 
regular quarterly dividend of $2 on pre- 
ferred payable Jan. 2 to stock of record 
Dec. 15.

New Car Sales Show Big 


' Increases in California 


Used Automobiles Fail to Move 
Quickly Because of Lower Prices 
of Late Models 





SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 31.—Marked 
falling off in used-car sales and material 
increase in sales of new cars priced at 
up to $1500 delivered here, are the out- 
standing features of automotive mer- 
chandising in central and northern Cali- 
fornia for the first fifteen days of Oc- 
tober. Consequent to these conditions, 
stocks of used cars have increased ma- 
terially, while few dealers in new cars 
within this price range are at all over- 
stocked. 

Deliveries of the new Ford models are 
reported as slow, while a number of 
Ford dealers, particularly in the smaller 
cities and towns report that there has 
been no great movement by present 


' Ford owners to turn in their old cars 


on new ones. Probably the greater part 
of the large sales of these new Ford 
models has been to prospects who did 
not already own Fords. 

Sales throughout the San Francisco 
and Oakland territory are more than 
holding their own with the first two 
weeks of September, and _. prospects 
are strong that October will prove one 
of the best months of the year in sales 
of new cars priced under $1500 here. 

Fees paid for registrations of motor 
vehicles and trailers to the state at 
Sacramento on October 10 were $44,108 
in excess of the total similarly paid for 
all of 1924, according to a_ statement 
issued on that date by the State Motor 
Vehicle Department. The total for 1925 
up to October 10 was $1,394,867, as com- 
pared with $1,350,759 for all of last year. 

Will H. Marsh, head of the department, 
predicted that total registrations for 
California for 1925 would be at least 
100,000 ahead of the 1924 total.

For Removal of War Taxes 


Gambill Tells House Body Automo- 
bile Dealers Lose $6,000,000 
Every Year 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Automobile 
dealers are losing a total of $6,000,000 a 
year through the operation of the motor 
vehicle tax, C. E. Gambill, president of 
the National Automobile Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, told members of the House Ways 
and Means committee at the tax hearing 
this week. This sum .represents tax 
losses on demonstration and call cars 
and loss of interest on taxes paid by the 
dealers to the manufacturers and not 
collected from the consumer for 30 days 
or more, 

Mr. Gambill further estimated that 
dealers on the average always have in- 
vested $20,000 in excise taxes and that 
during the eight years of operation of 
the tax, dealers have collected nearly 
$900,000,000 for the government at a cost 
to them of about $40,000,000. 

Besides Mr. Gambill, the association 
was represented by J. H. McAlman of 
Boston, J. W. Tarbill and F. E. Santry 
of Cincinnati, C. E. Fisher and Claude 
Holgate of Newark, C. W. Hunt of Cleve- 
land, Sidney Bowman of New York, all 
dealers, and C. A. Vane, general mana- 
ger, and W. B. Guy, general counsel.

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New Plan for Financing of 
Shop Equipment Announced 





Atlas Securities Has Arrangement 
Whereby Garageman May 
Buy Tools on Time 





INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 31—The Atlas 
Securities Company of this city is mak- 
ing public announcement of a credit and 
financing plan which it believes is a new 
extension of time payments on a national 
basis for the benefit of equipment whole- 
salers and jobbers and their garage cus- 
tomers by which garage equipment and 
shop tools may be financed by any jobber 
in any state without cost to himself, 


Though the plan is just now being 
made public it has been in actual op- 
eration for several months and has been 
found to work smoothly in many points 
of the country. 


Garage equipment and heavy tools, 
though they constitute a permanent in- 
vestment, have generally been carried 
like other goods bought by the garage 
on thirty days billing. This has held 
back the extension of adequate quantity 
business, and kept the garage behind the 
times in tools and equipment. In some 
places wholesalers have instituted time 
payments and carried the paper. 


Under the Atlas plan shop equipment 
is sold to the garageman who pays from 
one-fourth to one-third down. He ex- 
ecutes a note and a contract which the 
wholesaler discounts with the Atlas Se- 
curities. Some wholesalers under the 
plan do their own collecting. Others 
inform the customer of the Atlas ar- 
rangement and have payments made to 
that concern. The whole transaction is 
completed by the wholesaler who mails 
the note and contract to the Atlas and 
receives a check to cover the full amount. 


Another variation of the plan called the 
“sight draft plan” enables the wholesaler 
to deposit the properly made out papers 
with his own bank for credit and the 
bank fowards the papers to the Indiana- 
apolis bank of the Atlas company. 


The success with which the plan has 
operated is said to be due to three fact- 
ors. First, the cost to the wholesaler 
is nothing. The financing cost to the 
garage customer is said to be as low as 
sound finance can make it, and less 
than terms demanded in some sections. 
Further because of varying state laws 
which were investigated and proper form 
drawn up for operation in all states the 
Atlas is prepared to do business any- 
where in proper legal forms with no de- 
lay.

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No Abnormal Decline Seen 
in Chicago Sales Volume 


Downward Trend Not So Great 
As in Former Years Despite 
Severe Weather 


CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—Despite extremely 
severe and unusual weather in October, 
sales of new and used cars in the Chi- 
cago territory have not suffered any ab- 
normal decline. Combined reports from 
distributors and dealers indicate that al- 
though the bad weather affected sales to 
some extent, October as a whole was be- 
tween 150 and 200 per cent better than 
the same month last year. 

A normal] downward trend to the sales 
curve of between 10 and 15 per cent be- 
low the September volume is general in 
this section. 

'In some cases deliveries still are a 
problem, while in other instances delayed 
deliveries have caused October to show 
a sales volume equal tq March and June. 
Factories are putting forth efforts to 
catch up with the orders taken in the 
summer, with the result that in most 
cases deliveries at this time present no 
problem. 


In the majority of instances, dealers 
and distributors report a definite down- 
ward trend during the early fall weeks, 
but this downward slide of the curve has 
not been so great nor so abrupt as in 
former years. 

Rural business has been largely instru- 
mental in holding the sales volume on a 
more nearly level line this season. 





Automotive Men Pledge Aid 
to Owners Through A. A. A. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The forma- 
tion of a gigantic co-operative unit in the 
automotive field is foreshadowed as the 
result of assurance given the American 
Automobile Association by car manufac- 
turers, distributors and dealers to the 
effect that they will hereafter make com- 
mon cause with motor clubs in the work 
of smoothening out the difficulties in the 
path of the automobile owners of the 
country. 


This development, announcement of 
which came from the A, A. A. national 
headquarters, was characterized by 
Thomas P. Henry, president of the na- 
tional motoring body, as one of the most 
important steps taken in recent years 
to unify the efforts of the various auto- 
motive and motoring bodies interested in 
the welfare of the motorists. 


William E. Metzger, of Detroit, a mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the

My interest in Gen- 
eral Motors is purely that of an investor 
and my holdings have recently been in- 
creased because of the confidence I have 
in the future of that great corporation 
and of its commanding position in the 
industry.”

Greatest Year in History 





Sales, Production and Earnings of 
Company All Are Far Ahead 
of Any Other Like Period 





DETROIT, Oct. 31.—In the fiscal vear 
ending August 31, the Packard Motor Car 
Company attained the greatest sales, pro- 
duction and earnings in its history, ac- 
cording to the annual report made public 
today. 

Sales of cars, parts, marine and avia- 
tion engines totaled $60,475,989.89 or 
$14,472,310.63 greater than last year. 

Production reached 24,246 passenger 
cars. Sales abroad were 50 per cent 
greater than a year ago. Net earnings 
were $12,191,081.21 after provision for 
federal income tax. Last year the net 
earnings were $4,805,174.54, after pro- 
visions had been made for the federal 
income tax.

the independent used car dealers are 
finding it increasingly difficult to locate 
buyers for their “as is” merchandise. 

Although the outlook for new car sales 
is viewed as entirely satisfactory, Los 
Angeles distributors admit that used cars 
are likely to present a serious merchan- 
dising problem this winter in Southern 
California. 
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STUDEBAKER SALES INCREASE 

DETROIT, Oct. 31.—Sales of the Stude- 
baker Corp. for the first nine months of 
this year amounted to 111,525 cars, as 
compared with 76.508 in the correspond- 
ing period in 1924. Sales for the period 
exceeded the total of any previous year, 
except 1923. Sales in 1924 were 110,240 
cars and 145,167 in 1923. Earnings for 
the third quarter are estimated at more 
than double the $2,131,409 reported for 
the third quarter of 1924. On this basis 
the company is expected to show earn- 
ings for the first nine months of this year 
approximating $15,000,000, with a balance 
for the common shares equal to nearly 
double the $4 annual dividend.

Largest in History of G-M 


Sloan Announces Earnings For First 
Nine Months Ahead of Any 
Other Entire Year 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Alfred P. Sloan, 
Jr., president, announces that General 
Motors Corp. earnings for the first nine 
months of 1925 exceeded those of any 
previous entire year in the corporation’s 
history. Sales and earnings in Septem- 
ber were the largest of any month and 
third quarter earnings were substan- 
tially the same as the second quarter this 
year, which were the largest of any 
quarter in the corporation’s history. 

Third quarter net earnings after depre- 
ciation and all charges were $28,161,730. 
After dividends on preferred and deben- 
ture stocks this was equivalent to $5.09 
per share on the common. These figures 
include dividends from subsidiaries but 
not equities earned by subsidiaries in ex- 
cess of dividends paid. If the corpora- 
tion’s equity in the undivided profits of 
all its subsidiaries were included the 
amount earned on each share of com- 
mon for the quarter would be $5.55. 


For the first nine months this year net 
earnings, after depreciation and all 
charges, were $74,243,966, or $13.27 per 
common share excluding and $14.57 in- 
cluding the equity of all subsidiaries. 


As of September 30, current assets 
were $277,136,233 and liabilities were 
$79,865,530, leaving an excess of assets 
amounting to $197,270,703. This com- 
pares with $161,105,281, as of December 
31, 1924, and with $188,614,557 as of June 
30 this year. Cash in banks, govern- 
ment securities, temporary loans and 
marketable securities as of September 30 
were $143,308,120, or $3,933,058 in excess 
of that reported as of June 30, 1925. 


Retail deliveries of cars and trucks by 
dealers to users in the third quarter were 
$228,029 compared with $164,243 in the 
third quarter last year; in the first nine 
months this year they were $624,389 
against $544,551 in the same period of 
1924. General Motors Corporation’s sales 
to dealers of cars and trucks in the third 
quarter this year were $222,158, against 
$141,182 in the same quarter last year;
